One of these projects is a s u r-’ 
vey of state parks and recreational 
areas. 
The other is a survey 
of 
land use, public works and w ater 
resources, with emphasis upon the 
latter. 
William 
Anderson, 
Di­ 
rector of the Missouri State Plan­ 
ning Board, is in charge of both 
of these studies, to which several 
other state and federal bureaus 
have also contributed. 
Adm inistrator M urray 
reports 
that the WPA park survey pro­ 
ject has operated since last May 
1 with an average of 125 
w ork­ 
ers. WPA field workers have vis­ 
ited every state park and gathered 
m inute data on actual and possi-i 
ble developm ents of recreational 


facilities. 
Meanwhile, in Jeffer­ 
son City, WPA clerical workers 
and draftsm en have been making 
written reports, maps and m a rts 
from this data under Mr. Ander 
son’s direction. 
The result will 
be the first scientific analysis of 
Missouri recreational possibilities, 
which will be highly valuable to 
the State Park Board in drawing 
up its 
budget 
recommendations 
and in suggesting

park facilities.

A dm inistrator M urray

ized these two projects 
because
